A Fairfield officer later said 
the wound was fatal. 
News of Coster-Musica had tak- 
A r his own life came shortly after

here had ordered his rearrest and 
that of George E. Dietrich, assistant 
treasurer, and 
George Vernard. 
Canadian agent for the firm, on 
charges of violating the securities 
act of 1934. 
Developments Outlined 
The U. S. attorney’s office had 
ordered the men taken into custody 
and said bail of $100,000 each would 
he sought. 
Principal developments earlier 
were these: 
That Vernard was really Arthur 
Musica, Coster’s younger brother. 
Coster was identified yesterday 
from fingerprints as Musica, an 
Italian Immigrant boy who was 
reared on the lower east side, and 
became immensely successful be­ 
fore he was arrested and convicted 
of grand larceny 25 years ago in 
the collapse of the million-dollar 
United States Hair Co. 
The Coster might have engaged 
in the shipment of arms and am­ 
munition to warring nations in 
cases labeled “Milk of Magnesia.’’ 
This angle was under investigation 
by the department of justice. 
That Coster might have been 
the “angel” for the Spanish govern­ 
ment ship Cantabrica which de­ 
parted these shores about a year 
ago, ran into difficulties and was 
finally sunk off the coast of Spain.

Coal Cutters Trapped After 


West Virginia Blast

Neglect of tenth Charged 
Byrnes contends that the WPA 
ban apent more in New York City 
than in a number of southern states 
with greater tout population. Ha 
is understood to be working on a 
plan which will take into account 
not only population but the need 
for relief aud the extent of the 
area is which aid funds are to be 
administered. 
This would follow, in general, 
the principle laid down by congress 
to govern distribution of 
road 
funds. Allocations for that purpose 
are made on the basis of one-third 
for population, one-third for mile­ 
age of post roads and one-third for 
area. 
In addition, the Byrnes plan 
would call for greater cooperation 
between the states and the federal 
government in the administration 
of relief funds. It would offer the 
possibility that states might be 
asked' to contribute 25 percent to­ 
ward their relief outlay or demon­ 
strate that they are unable to do 
so.

Y^VEN history changes in this ever-changing world 
and today we are faced with tilt fact that what 
we were convinced was the district’s pioneer pottery 
was not the pioneer at all but one that was estab­ 
lished at least nine and possibly IS years later than 
A similar plant not more than eight miles away.

INDIANAPOLIS. Dec. 16 — Bank 
I holdups have been reduced dras­ 
tically In Indiana as well as over 
tho entire middle west sine# John 
Dillinger and Al Brady—who want 
down In record* for their murder­ 
ous crimes as the Hoosier'* state's 
most notorious outlaws—were slain 
In guu battles with Federal agents. 
For the first six months of 1938 
Indiana boasts a clear slate for 
bank hdldups. This, however, was 
the first time slnre the early 1920’s 
that the state had not had at least 
one 
hank 
holdup during a six 
month period. 
According to state police rec­ 
ord*, there was only one bank 
burglary and 
three 
unsuccessful 
burglary attem pts on state finan­ 
cial Institutions during the first 
half of the current year. 
Thieves obtained only approxi­ 
mately 2300 In a night burglary of 
the Burnetteville, Ind., atate bank, 
In Cass county, on Feb. ll. On Fab. 
IO and April 22 unsuccessful a t­ 
tem pts wets mad* on the Carbon, 
Ind., stat* bank and on April 94 
an attem pt wa* made on the La­ 
pel, Ind., State Bank. 
1933 Big Year 
Th# peak for Indiana bank rob­ 
beries occurred In 1933 during the 
forays of John Dillinger and bls 
henchmen, 
who 
extended 
their 
robberies throughout ths 
Middle 
West. The Dillinger gang. all of 
whom are dead or In prison, Is re­ 
ported to have netted more than 


1175,000 In wholesale state bank 
robberies during 1933. 
In 1933 the total loss from 22 
bank holdups aggregated 266.000. 
according to police records. Thin 
came the outbreak of the Dillinger 
mob, which shot the losses to a 
new high mark In a single year. 
The Dillinger m obsters also oper­ 
ated throughout most of 1934 and 
aided In boosting that year’s loss 
from 
bank robberies to 161,000.

EW YORK—Motion picture en­ 
gineers have a new machine to 
put the noise back into talkies and 
another to make silent winds. 
To escape from exaggeration of 
slight noises by a microphone, the 
sound films sometimes have the 
actors’ 
voice* 
in 
an 
unnatural 
quiet. The missing thing is rever­ 
beration, the natural, small echoes 
which roll to and fro in any room. 
It Is expensive to produce these 
echoes Just right when the picture 
is being filmed. The ne.w machine 
runs them In afterward. It is a 
magnetic tape, carrying a 
mur­ 
muring sound, which Is fed into 
the talkie at the right moments. 
Blowers which make the Im ita­ 
tion of big winds are too noisy to 
be placed close to the scene being 
photographed. At a distance the 
breeze* from the blower are diffi­ 
cult to direct.

the 
blower 
outside 
the 
studio 
and 
brings the "wind" In through can- 
va* funnels. These wind tunnels 
ar* fitted with nozzle! so that an 
unseen wind mechanic can place a 
breeze In just th# right spot.

gp’Mahoney Says Laws Offer 


Means For Dominance 


By The A**orieted Pre**. 
WASHINGTON’, Dec. 16.—Chair­ 
man O’Mahoney (D) of Wyoming 
of the federal monopoly commit­ 
tee contended today that existing 
patent laws create the opportunity 
for an individual or company to 
collect "tribute in the form of roy­ 
alties" from an entire industry. 
He made the observation in com­ 
m enting on testimony by represen­ 
tatives of the glass container in­ 
dustry. 
“The evidence so far has clearly 
developed the fact that the present 
state of the patent laws offers the 
opportunity for an individual or 
corporation so inclined to acquire 
by skill, by guile or by force a po­ 
sition of dominance in an indus­ 
try," Sen. O’Mahoney declared.

glass container industry today and 
recess until after the Christmas 
holidays. 
W itnesses 
testified 
yesterday 
th at H artford Empire Co. on occa­ 
sions had used its ownership of 
patents to exert h broad influence 
in the m anufacture of glass con­ 
tainers.

Frank C. Ball, president of Ball 
bothers Co. of Muncie, Ind., told 
he comm ittee his firm had paid 


royalties to H artford Empire since 
1933 in order to avoid threatened 
litigation over patent ownership. 
Although the Ball company, the

largest 
m aker 
of 
fruit 
jars, obtained a license to use 
Hartford-Empire 
patented 
manu­ 
facturing machinery, he said, It 
never had used it. 
Ball testified 
he "understood” that if he purchas­ 
ed 
a 
license, 
Hartford-Empire 
would persuade other licensees to 
limit their production and would 
arrange to cancel one license held 
by a competitor. 
$100,000 Cancels License 
I. J. Collins of Lancaster. O., 
testified that the General Glass Co. 
received $100,000 from Hartford- 
Empire in the spring of 1933 for 
the cancellation of a Hartford-Em­ 
pire patent license. 
The license covered machinery 
for the m anufacturing of fruit Jars. 
The General Glass Co. was a sub­ 
sidiary of the Hocking Glass Co. 
of which Collins was president. 
Collins now is president of the An­ 
chor-Hocking Glass Co., manufac­ 
turer of glass containers. 
Ball said that cancellation of the 
General Glass license was one of 
the conditions under which Ball 
Brothers agreed to sign a licensing 
agreem ent with Hartford-Empire.

is not inherited, but young children 
are liable to he Innocent victims if 
they are exposed to persons who 
have active tuberculosis. C hristmas 
health seals are enabling parents 
to learn more alxmt tuberculosis, 
thereby protecting their children. 


Young girls are particularly sus­ 
ceptible to tuberculosis. Intensive 
efforts, 
financed 
by 
Christm as 
seals, are directed toward turning 
back 
the 
threat of this disease 
from young people. Many schools 
and collegea throughout the coun­ 
try recommend tuberculin testing 
and X-raying to discover whether 
or not their atudent* have tuber­ 
culosis. O at of 200 persons who die 
every day from tuberculosis In the 
United States. 88 arc betw een the 
ages of 15 and 25. 


While more women than men are 
victims of tuberculosis up to 80 
years of age, file toll among men 
40 to 65 years of age is approxi­ 
mately twice that among women of 
the sanio age. Medical authorities 
em phasise tho importance of par­ 
e n ts being free from tuberculosis 
in order to reduce the danger of 
infecting their children. The a n ti­

It is not enough merely to 
keep our army ashore and to w ith­ 
draw our fleet behind our own 
lines. 
We must also m aster our 
sym pathies and our emotions. 
In 
the first place, W’e m ust make up 
our minds to let democracy go in 
all the rest of the world, if it can’t 
take care of itself. 
In the second 
place, we shall still be able to make 
a successful fight to hold our own 
after tho other democracies have 
collapsed; otherwise our own fears 
may take us into the fight. 
This is reasonable, but is IU pos­ 
sible? Upon the answer to that 
question, rather than upon any legis­ 
lative or financial dispositions, de­ 
pends our ability to stay out of the 
next world war.

“Seven thousand of the 10.000 lives lost annually in fires occur 
in dw ellings," Chief Bryan declar- -I---------------------------------------------------- 
od. “If we can prevent the many 
serious home fires th at take place 
during the Christm as season some 
of those 7,000 lives ami a lot of 
money will be saved.” 
A decorated Christm as tree is a 
fire hazard in every home, he said. 
“A tree will dry out quickly if kept 
in a heated house, but the drying 
can be slowed down somewhat by 
getting the base of the tree in a 
pan of water or In a bucket of 
moist earth. In any case the tree 
should not be placed near a stove 
or fireplace and never In a place 
where it may block an exit.” 
Mr. Bryan urged that parents en­ 
trusted with the Job of decorating 
carefully examine electric waring 
and m ake sure that it will cai;ry 
sufficient amperage for the num ­ 
ber of lights to be displayed. If a 
fuse burns out. it should be replac­ 
ed only after the number of lights 
is reduced on that particular cir­ 
cuit, he warned. 
“Instruct and watch your chil­ 
dren when they play with electrical 
toys.

It has displaced the old­ 
er army leaders, the bureaucracy, 
and

business men 
who 
are represented

The extremists who are now in 
power also have to Justify them ­ 
selves. For the conquest of the east 
is a costly business and tho antici­ 
pation of victory is a very differ­ 
ent. thing from the fruits of victory.

cannot 
move slowly and deliberately; it 
must move ever more rapidly, and 
therefore ever more ruthlessly, be 
cause when an extreme party is in 
power it must win all quickly or 
lose all Inevitably. 
And so, there is little reason to 
expect that the dictators will, or 
that they can, help Mr. Chamberlain 
to make his policy of appeasem ent 
look even for a little while as if it 
were successful.
